The new plans do not call 
for any extension of the occupied area. 

From German sources come reports that issues of money 
seized hereafter by the French will be declared valueless by the 
Reichsbank. 

BERLIN, April 17.—The French general in command at 
Bochum has issued a notico threatening that penal servitude here- 
after will be imposed on all persons interfering with postal and 
telegraphic communication in occupied territory, thereby endan- 
gering the safety of the occupation troops or the public peace.

NOT 8O ANXIOUS. 

Opposition speakers in the Manitoba Legisla- 
ture declare there is no evidence of any great 
desire in that Province for a wheat ®oard, and 
that what agitation there has been for ‘the experi- 
ment is dying out. They also point to the fact 
that the Government has imposed a tax on grain 
exchange operations as proof that the Ministers 
do not expect private dealing in grain to be 
stopped by the creation of the board. As the Gov- 
ernment refused to sponsor the measure the pros- 
pect rather is that the bill will be defeated, and 
that there will be little lamentation among the 
Manitoba farmers in consequence. It is fair to 
note also that in Alberta there does not seem to 
be the same enthusiastic demand for the board 
there was a year ago. The inference is that the 
publie are getting to have no more faith in the 
wheat board scheme than the three Governments 
which proposed to create the institution. The 
scheme fell through last year because nobody 
wanted to be on the board. It may fail again this 
year because the farmers do not want to be under 
it. 


TRYING THE ALTERNATIVE. 


The Supreme Court of the United States has 
decided that the Federal law for the regulation of 
grain exchanges is constitutional. What kind of 
regulation is provided, how far it ia to go, and 
what are likely to be the results, are questions 
with which Canadians are not concerned. But 
the point may be noted with profit that the re- 
public is going about the marketing question in 
exactly the opposite way that is being tried in 
Canada. Here we are in the process of setting up, 
or pretending to set up, a wheat board, with 
power to confiscate the farmer’s wheat, speculate 
with the public funds, and with no personal re- 
sponsibility for the resulte to the wheat grower
